The foll account of fome late difcoverics in the planet SATURN, end its 
aptendages by the celebrated Dr, Wergenxr will doubtle/s be agreeable to 
your philofophicul readers. yaur’s Le X.Qe -% 

HE Alack difk or dcit on the ring Of SatuRN is not in the middle of its’ ..*” 

breadth, nor is the ring fubdivided by many fach linés, as has been: 
r-prefented in various treatifes of aftronomy ; but there is one fingle 
dirk broad line, belt or zone on the ring, which the Dr. has always 
permanently found in about one third of the breadth of the ring from its 
outer edge. “This relates to the northern plane of the ring, on which he 
has not obferved any variations of colour or figure hke the belts on the 
body of this planet and of Juriver. The zone is probably owing to 
fome permanent conftruction in the fuirface of the ring itfelf. Yet it ig 
not the fhadéw of a chain of mountains, becaufe its appearance dees not 
vary with its relative pofition to the Sun, as fuch 2 fhadow muft. The 

Doétor hefitates concerning the furmife of a divijun of the ring im this 

place, as weil from fome fpeculative reafons, as becaufe it isbeft to fu- 

ipend our judgment till the queftion fhall be decided, by the occultation 
of fome fixed itar, which may be Seen as well through this interftice; if it y ae 
really be one, as between the ring and the body of the planet. 

The light of the ring of Saturn is generally érighter than tliat of the 
planet ; a cireumftance which probably arifes from the planet’ being 
mvironed With an atmefphere of confiderable dentity, while the ring has 
little or none, ae 

The extreme thinnefs of this appendage is one of its moft remarkable 
propertics. On the egth of Auguft 1790, the third fatellite was upon 
the edge of tiie ring, and the Doftor’s remark was, that the ring feemed 
not to be the fourth, or at leaft not the third part of the diameter of the 
fatellite. Henve it appears that the thicknefs of the outward part of the 
ringisabout the1-€0 of Saturn’s diameter. The bjfeétion ofthe fatellites bv 
the ring likewift evinees its extreme thinnefs ; though the ref a&ion of 
hight through feme rare atmofphere on the two planes of the ring may 
enlarge the apparent diameters af the fatellites in fuch pofitions. 

From the obfervation of thofe changes in the ring which other aftron- 
omers have fuppefed to be luminous points or protuberances, but which 
he finds to copfilt of the fateldites themfelves, in their various pefitions, 
the Deétor has difcovered rwo wore of thefe atrsnpants, which had 
hitherto efcaped notice on account of their little diftance from the plan- 
at, and their faintne?s. 

by comparing many obfervations of the fixth fatellite he finds that it 
completes a tvlereal revolution about its primary int day, 8honrs, 59 min- 
rites and g fecdnds. hs diftance from the centre of the planet is 35/.05%. 
Iis light is confiderably ftrong but not equal to that ¢f the firtt fatellite. 

The moft diftant obfervations of the feventh fatellite being compared 
together, fhew that it makes one fidereat revolution in 22 hours, 46 min- 
utes, and 46 feconds; its diftance froin the centre of Saturn is no more 
than'27/366, It is incomparably {maller than the fixth, and even in the’ 
forty feet refle¢tor, appears only as a verv fmalf lucid point. It is teen 























however in the twenty fect refle&tor. A fatellite once difcovered is much’ 
éafier to bé feen than it was before we were acquainted with its place. 

‘The orbits of theic two fatellites appear to be in the plene of the ring 
or at leaft to deviate fo littde som it thatthe difference cannot be per- 
doived, 
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The Doéter having obferved a brilliant point in the tine, tok it at firft 
for an eighth fatellite ; but he afterward found it to belong tothe ring 
itfelf, and on examining it attentively, difcovered that the ring hasa ro- 
tatory motion, the period of which is 10 houts, 32 minutes and 15 fec- 
onds. 

Among other obfervations oy Saturn the Dofor lias conftantly feen 
belts on his furface, and genera}ly in equatorial fituations ; from whence 
it is inferred that the planet has a confiderable atmofphere, andjturns 
upon an axis perpenditular tothe ring. This laft fa& is afcertained by 
the prolate figure of Saturn. The diameter perpendicular to the ting is 
jefs than that which lies in its plane in the proportion of ro to11. He 
has drawn no inference with regatd to the time of Saturn’s rotation, 
though by a remarkable fet of obfervations in the month of June, 1780, a 
cloudy appearance of confiderable magnitude was obferved to move on 
the difk, é as to denote a rotationin the farhe direétion as that of the 
other planets. Thefe obfervations, together with the proportions of the 
diameter, feem to authorife a conjefure that Saturn revolves on its ax1s

FRANCE, 


National Legiflative Affembly, 
Sunday, January 29.

| Political review of apairs abroad: 
ESIDES the very critical State of France, which foritis at prefent 
A the great obyeét pf attention to every {peculative politician in Fu- 
rope, fome affairs fcein tifing in thé north, which, unlefs focedily fettled 
to the content of the different parties concerned, maf bring with them 
ample matter for ferious difcuffion. 

The King of Sweden, brave as his anceftor the great Guftavus, and 
undaunted as him, who was afterwards ftyled the “‘ Alexander of the 
North,” [Charles XII] by his manceu, ering, thas happily brought hisgaf- 
fairsto that pafs; that like another (in fome pedple’s eyes) Séaraded 

rince, he has been obliged to call together the States of bis kingdom. 
hether the ifflue may be as dangerous as that of France, or whether the 
monarch, idolized by hjs fubjeéts for his valour, fliall meet in them all 
the fupport he wifhes, remaias at prefent a queition impoffible to be de- 
termined. But when one’s one houfe is mt danger of catéhing fire. jt 
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does not {ee very wife to be running a thoufand miles, to extinguifh oF 
rather blow up the flames in a neighbour’s ; and where innovations havé 
been made by a monarch in a conttitution, when the affairs of that mon- 
arch come to be diftretied, it requires more qualitics than bravery, to keep 
afl quict. In the cafe of the Algerines, we fee how eafy it was to kindle 
a flame, Where there was need. By the fame praétical maneeuvres one 
might be kindled in any kingdom, When the laft war broke out be- 
tween Ruflia and Sweden, how many perfons became immediately dif- 
contented, and threw off all allegiance to their fovereign. ; 

Ruflia having now no competitor for the threne in Prince Potemkin, 
the great Duke will certainly rightfully and peaceably fuccted to the 
crown of that mighty empire. Ilis own good qualities merit it: and his 
talents for making thofe happy over whom he may rule, render him a 
worthy futcefor to the zmmortal Catharine. There is no one who knows 
the wiagnanimity and munificence of the Jaft mentioned Princefs, that 
wowld wifh her days to be fhertened one moment. But come thetime 
when it may, it will not be the worfe for Old-England.. The great Duke 
bears the Britifhi much good will ; and his miniflers will not be wanting 
to uphold him in it. 

Poland, which but a fhort time fince, prefented fo pacific an appears 
ance, feems at-prefent as if fome clouds were gathering tn her hemif- 
phere, Two or three of her nobles delighted more with power of arifto- 
cracy, than the franchifes lately gtanted to the. peoplc, have feceded and 
portefted againit the new conftitution ; and if they can meet with fup- 
port in any neighbouring powers, are doubtlefs ready to throw every 
thtng into confution, of thofe from whom they might have looked for 
aid. Pruflia and Vienna have already teftified their confent in the pro- 
poled fuceflor te the monareh, and the enlargment of the privileges of 
the peoples | . 

Ruffia, indeed, withholds her affent ; and where a great power fup- 

ofes her influence diminifhed, it is too much the Machiavelian do@rine 
of the times, to oppofe all innovations in the former theatre of her influ 
ence, Thus Poland, with all the good jntentions in the work, may find 
frefh troubles arife from. the. fenfelefs eppofition of 2 few difcontented 
titizens, to the wile mceafures of her diet, and the véry liberal defigns 
of ker exccllent lovercign. 
RUSSIA AND SWEDEN, . 

The treaty of mutual guarantce and defenfive alliance lately condlu- 
ded between the Emprefs of Ruffia and the King of Sweden, for the pro- 
te€tion of their European dominions, is to continue for eight years. 

Should lie be attacked by any hoflile power, the Emprefs ertgages’ to 
affift him, as foon as poffible alter the requilitien, with 22,coo infantry 
and 3000 cavalry, to ferve wherever he may have occafion .for them. 
“Khe troops to be ready in one, two, three, or at mo{t four months, fully 
equipped with arms, provilions, &c. fhe is alfo to furnifh,ecleven fhips 
of the line, and three frigates ; the firft mounting from 60 to 70, the lat- 
ter go guus cach, ie 

‘Lhe King, in his turn, engzges to fupply the Emprefs when ¢alled up- 
on, with 8600 foot, and 2000 horfe. fix ihips of the linc, and two frigates, 
¢arrying the fame metal as thofe of the Emprefs, ine 

Mr. Pitt is faid to be in poffeffion of a plan for paying off the nationaf 
debt at once; this plan the minifter fent to Mr, Fox for his confiderar 
fien, with the queftien, * Will you oppole ir 2’” 
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The anfwer of Mr. Fox was as candid as itis whole life has been ; 
** The principle, Sir, I ‘approve, and I promife it the warmeft fupport ; 
it is excellent and honourable in Mr. Pitt; there are fome obje€tions in 

-gay mind to certain fecondary objeéts of the plan, and thofe I fhall of 
courfe oppofe.” 
' The people may therefore reafonably be fanguine in their hopes, 
when the genius and perfeverance of the minifter projecting their relief, 
fixes upon plans fo fure and falutary, as to folicit the warm approbation 
of the equal opponents of the Minitfters. 

A few day ago, the Speaker ofthe Houfe of Commonsin Ireland infifted 
that the Gentlemen in the gallery fhould take off their hats, which they 
obftinately refufing, they were all turned out. 

The confequence was, that as the Speaker was going home in his car- 

riage, he was pelted by the mob, andthe windows of his haufe were brok- 
en. It was with much difficulty that the mifchief was prevented from

- Another riot on the fame night happened ameng the journeymen tay- 
lors, a very large body of whom having agreed to raile their wages, 
watched thofe who worked at the old price out of the mafters’ houtes, 
and in the feuffle that enfued, four or five were killed.
